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Select Board Report 


Throughout 2010, the Board of Selectmen worked with Temple’s Energy 
Committee and Ingram Construction to complete the work to improve the 
energy efficiency of our municipal offices, fire station and Library. At year end 
that work was substantially completed. We are very pleased to report that the 
buildings are now even more energy efficient than hoped for; this will both save 
taxpayers substantial monies on energy costs and reduce the carbon that we send 
into the atmosphere. The project, which was completely funded by a Regional 
Greenhouse Gas Initiative grant, also came in under budget allowing us to do 
more energy saving work than anticipated. This includes the installation of air 
conditioning in the offices and the Fire Department meeting room. 


At the March 2010 Town Meeting we voted to buy both a new rescue truck 
for the Fire Department and emergency generators for all Town buildings. We 
are pleased to report that we were able to secure grant funding for both projects 
saving taxpayers a total of $57,500. Our thanks to Dick Benotti, who through his 
son Steve, identified the funding source for these grants. 


Our congratulations to the Temple Historical Society on their leadership role 
in the NH Glassmakers 1780-1886 exhibit featuring the historic glassworks in 
Temple, Lyndeborough, Stoddard, Keene and Suncook. The exhibit, which ran 
from November to February was a huge success and gave many people, including 
long time Temple residents, a much better understanding of that important 
chapter in Temple history. 


The management of Temple’s finances and your taxes generally continues to 
be the major focus of the Select Board. We established a very tight budget in 
2010; thank you for supporting that budget as well as the warrant articles that we 
recommended. Among those articles was the establishment of four expendable 
trusts that set aside monies for maintenance as well as for paving. With those 
reserves, which we hope to add to in 2011, we have already been able to reduce 
budget lines knowing that if we run into a large expense during the year we can 


fall back on those funds. 


In 2010 we again used surplus funds to lower the tax rate. This year the 
amount was $140,000 which left us with a surplus of $662,684, before the year

end, approximately half of which is made up of liquid assets and half receivables 
from taxpayers. Our cash flow, monitored by the Town Treasurer, continues to 
improve despite the economy. Thank you for paying your taxes on time as it 
helps to keep the rate down. 


Recognizing that roughly 70% of our taxes are ConVal related we continue 
to actively participate in the ConVal Selectmen’s Advisory Committee and 
work closely with our excellent School Board representative, Gail Cromwell. 


We would like to congratulate Gail on being selected as the 2010 recipient 
of the Loeb First Amendment Rights Award. 


We would also like to thank all those who participated on Temple’s volunteer 
Boards in 2010. Without your contribution the Town could not function. 
We have a number of openings on a variety of Boards and encourage anyone 
who is interested to contact any member of those boards or the Select Board.

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Budget Advisory Committee 


For the year 2010, the Budget Advisory Committee continued the 
standardizing of the various budget categories. The BAC asked the voters in 
March to fund expendable trusts in order to create safety nets with the more 
volatile categories. This new strategy appears to be very helpful and it allows the 
town to operate with tighter budgets. We interviewed the various department 
heads, met with the CIP board and remained in close contact with the Board of 
Selectmen. The BAC is constantly in the planning mode and appreciates all of 
the citizens that are involved with the town’s finances and dedication to working 
together. 


The Budget Advisory Committee recommends the following for 2011: 


e The asphalt/paving line item to be dedicated to the Mansfield Road 
reconstruction project 


e The selectmen do not consider cost of living raises for 2011 


e To continue expendable trust funding for highway vehicle maintenance / 
fire department vehicle maintenance / government building maintenance 


e Recommend Temple’s portion of the budget for Temple/Greenville Police 


Department be capped at $170,000 for 2011 


e Recommend any unspent funds from Temple/Greenville Police be returned 
to Temple in that calendar year 


e Recommend a budget total of $1,132,284.00, not counting debt service 
and expendable trusts.

B.A.C. Report 


Capital Improvements Program 


The New Hampshire legislature established RSA 674:5-8 to encourage towns 
to develop Capital Improvement Plans in order to anticipate and plan financially 
for major expenses. Temple’s first Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) was developed 
in 2004 with assistance from all of the Town’s Departments. The resulting plan 
was intended to be a living document that would be updated each year to reflect 
the town’s changing needs. The CIP has updated that plan in each subsequent 
year. We, again, incorporated input from the Town Departments to provide 
recommendations to the Select Board for consideration at Town Meeting. 


The CIP committee’s goal is to try and keep the Capital Improvement budget 
as flat as possible, while emphasizing protection of current infrastructure and town 
services, and deferring equipment replacement as much as is prudent. 


The CIP met again in 2010 with the heads of each town department to discuss 
each item in the plan and to ascertain any new requirements on the horizon. The 
committee recommends the following projects be considered for 2011: 


Town Government: The Skladany Land ($48,798): The Town of Temple 
voted to purchase this land in March of 2005. The recommended amount 
constitutes the annual amount due. 


Highway Department: Road Grader ($42,861): The Town’s grader was 
purchased in 2009. The recommended amount constitutes the annual amount 
due. The committee also recommended that two Capital Reserve Funds (totaling 


$50,000) be established for the following: 
1. $20,000 annually for replacement of the 1996 International Dump Truck in 2013 
2. $30,000 for replacement of the 2002 F-550 Dump Truck in 2012 


Bridges: ($25,000): The CIP recommends that $25,000 be allocated to the 
Bridge Capital Reserve Fund in 2011, to cover future bridge costs. 


Recreation Department: ($15,000): The committee recommends, as part of 
the Town’s regularly scheduled maintenance to protect the Town’s investment, 
allocating money to repair and resurface the tennis and basketball courts as well as 
repair the fencing surrounding the courts. The committee recommends this at this 
time to minimize the current damage to the courts and to offset potential higher 
costs if repairs are not made immediately.

Conservation Commission 


During the first few months of 2010 members of the Conservation Commission 
focused on the completion of the aquifer and water study contracted with Hillier 
& Associates of Augusta, Maine. The lead hydrogeologist for this project, 
Christopher Covel, was formerly a resident of Lyndeborough and has conducted 
many field studies in this region, including a model Water Study for Dublin. 


A public presentation of the Temple Water Study by Chris was held on May 
24th in the Town Hall Annex. Data from this study on the geological structure 
of Temple—the bedrock composition, fractures, sand and gravel aquifers—can 
be very useful for insuring a clean, safe, sustainable water supply and for locating 
septic systems, roads, and new buildings. A presentation of this study was made 
to the Planning Board, who will use the study as part of their 2011 work on 


considering alternative water resources protection measures.

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Conservation Commission Report and Account 


Highway Department 


January and February were fairly calm and easy to deal with for the most part. 
I do feel that the frost heaves were worse this year than I ever remember them 
being. On February 24th, we did have a big snowstorm with 18-20 inches of 
snow. Then we had 2-3 inches of rain on top of it the next day. 


The weather calmed down again after that and in March, spring arrived with 
lots of rain and mud. In April and May we cleaned ditches, graded roads, cleaned 
culverts, and took care of all of our normal springtime projects. 


Things really started to dry out in June. This continued on through July and 
August with drought conditions. Streams dried up, the grass and hay did not 
grow, and we were quite worried about the forest fire conditions. We did our 
paving and sealing on Hill Rd., Cutter Rd., Moran Rd., Mansfield Rd., and Mud 
Rd. A few culverts around town were repaired or replaced. Much of our time 
was spent working with the building crews around the Municipal Building and 
the Library putting in some drainage, installing a 1000 gallon propane tank, and 
doing some landscaping. 


The rains began to return in September. The streams came back to life and 
the dust clouds subsided. We put up our sand pile for the winter, spread about 
1500 yards of gravel on various dirt roads and graded them all in preparation 
for winter. October and November were fairly mild so we had good weather for 
getting our work done. 


Winter slowly started creeping in in December but we really didn’t get much 
snow until the 27th. We got about 12 inches of powder snow and the wind blew 
hard. Winter was here. 


In the summer of 2011, we plan to rebuild the section of Mansfield Rd. 
between Cutter Rd. and Hadley Hwy. I will have a company come in and grind 
up the existing pavement. We will replace most of the culverts, dig out any big 
rocks that we find, install more underground drainage, regrade the road, compact 
it, then put down new pavement. Other than this big project, we will only be 
doing our regular maintenance work.

Town of Wilton Ambulance Department 


2010 was a very productive year for the Wilton Ambulance. Wilton 
Ambulance taught several EMS Refresher training programs and an EMT-Basic 
Course; the services’ call volume also increased by 6.5%, and we had our first 


EMS Week Recognition Dinner. 


In the spring of 2010, fifteen people ranging in age from 18 to 55 started 
an EMT-Basic original course. Five of these students are in the process of 
taking their national exams and obtaining their State Licenses, then we will 
put them onto the service and into the new member orientation program. 
Wilton ambulance also held various refresher-training programs throughout 
the year. These courses helped increase our revenues, to help offset the cost of 
the ambulance service to the taxpayers. The refresher courses also expose the 
service to EMT’s and work great as a recruitment tool. 


In May 2010 we had our first annual EMS Week Dinner to recognize the 
dedication and hard work of all our volunteers and members for the service they 
perform. We awarded several awards; of note were Eric Borman for 32 years 
of service, Mary Leavitt, Tom McEntee, and Lee Duval for 25 years of service, 
Assistant Chief Karen Edmunds, and Tom Schultz for over 20 years of service. 
We are hoping to make this an annual event, and want to thank Steppingstone 
Lodge, in Temple for their great hospitality. 


Due to the recession, our revenue from patient reimbursement (insurance) 
was lower than expected. Some of this shortfall was made up by tuition from 
EMS courses held by Wilton ambulance. We are hoping to continue holding 
classes to both increase revenue and use as a recruitment tool. 


In 2010, we saw 436 patients. This is a 6.5% increase in call volume.

The Temple Volunteer Fire/Rescue Department was called upon to serve 
our community a total 111 times this year. The calls that we responded to were 
handled quickly and professionally and thankfully, all of our members returned 
home safe. 


We were able to again take advantage of some great training classes to expand 
our department expertise. We were able to utilize the NH Fire Academy training 
aides yet again which offer invaluable training. Other training included fire 
extinguisher training, multiple motor vehicle simulations, Class-A burn trailer, 


and CPR and Defibrillator training. 


We would like to extend a BIG Thank You to the members of our town for 
supporting their Fire Department in the purchase of a new Rescue/Forestry 
Truck. Thankfully the truck has been ordered, the cab and chassis is in and in 
the process of painting. We just await final body work, detailing and delivery 
of the truck to outfit it with our equipment. Thanks to some last minute grant 
filing, we were able to reduce the overall cost of the truck with a 50% cost share. 


Our Fire and Rescue Department continues to grow and learn and it is our 
goal in 2011 to continue to gain more training and knowledge to let us help 
better serve and protect our town of Temple. This year some of the training 
we will be working on will include expanding our knowledge of GPS units for 
search and rescue and forestry calls. At the end of 2010 after having a complete 
overhaul done on our current “Jaws of Life” we were advised that our unit which 
is over 20 years old is no longer serviceable and has approximately 2-5yrs of life 
left(as long as parts do not break). The vendor who did the service was amazed 
that a unit this old was still in service. This news did not come as a complete 
shock, so we will be working with area vendors to start the process of finding the 
next replacement unit to service our needs. 


As always, the TVFD and the Auxiliary always welcome people who are able 
to devote some time to our department. If you are looking for a way to help out 
your town, please consider joining the TVFD or if unable to join the department 
but are willing to provide support consider joining the TVFD Auxiliary.

Forest Fire Warden Report 


Forest Fire Warden & State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of NH 
Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and 
frequency of wildland fires in NH. To help us assist you, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required 
before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire 
permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered 
with snow. The NH Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the 
open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more 
information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to 
protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact 
the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


The past fire season had a slightly lower number of fires, as well as lower number 
of acres burned than the 5 year average. What made this fire season somewhat un- 
usual was that it lasted most of the summer. New Hampshire typically has a fairly 
active spring fire season and then the summer rains tend to dampen fire activity 
later in the season. This year, virtually all areas of the state had fires throughout 
the summer due to the periodic dry spells throughout the season. As has been the 
case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited the staffing of our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. 
Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are credited 
with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fires spotting was supplemented by con- 
tracted aircraft and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially 
high. The largest fire for the season was a 10.3 acre fire in Charlestown. 


Many homes in new Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, 
which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several 
of the fires during the 2010 season threatened structures, a constant reminder 
that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures 
to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include 
keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining 
adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional 
information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

Planning Board 


Once again the sluggish economy seemed to affect subdivision activity, 
and the Planning Board received and approved just one request for a minor 
subdivision. We also reviewed and approved three lot line adjustments, one 
application for antenna replacement on an existing cell tower, and a request 


for renewal of an excavation permit. 


In January a public hearing was held to present proposed zoning amendments. 
These included a new Workforce Housing ordinance, and clarifications to 
language regarding Home Business and Commercial Uses. All three proposals 
were approved by vote of the town in March. 


The following officers were elected for the year: Chairman — Allan Pickman; 
Vice Chairman — Randy Martin; Secretary — Rose Lowry. 


During the year the Temple Economical Energy Committee (TEEC) worked 
to create an Energy Chapter for inclusion into the town’s Master Plan. Over 
the course of several joint meetings the document was discussed and revised. 
The final version was presented at a public hearing in May and then accepted 
by a unanimous vote of the board. 


The Conservation Commission and Planning Board are working together to 
identify the most important aspects of the Commission’s underground hydrology 
study and determine what impact that information should have on Town planning. 
We expect to have a recommendation for Temple voters at this time next year. 


We also started discussing possible changes to the Village District, including 
allowing mixed use development, and easing some of the restrictions on small 
scale commercial. We have been thinking that such changes might allow better 
use of some of the larger buildings in the village, and at the same time make it 
a more vibrant and social place, while preserving rural and historic character. 


As always, my thanks and appreciation go to my fellow board members and 
to Betsy Perry for all their hard work and support during the past year.

Temple Town Hall Advisory Committee 


In 2010, the Temple Board of Selectmen established a Temple Town Hall 
Advisory Committee to act as stewards of this recently rehabilitated town 
building. The committee acts in an advisory capacity to the Board of Selectmen. 


The primary purpose of the committee is to assist in monitoring the use and 
condition of this building, advising the Select Board on any issues arising that 
might impact the Town Hall’s functionality or appearance. This will ensure that 
the building remains a vibrant community center for education, enrichment 
and general enjoyment, and that its historic, functional and financial values 
are protected on behalf of all Temple residents. Additionally, this will assist 
the Town in fulfilling its obligation to preserve the Town Hall in the same 
structural condition and state of repair as when its rehabilitation was completed, 
in accordance with but not limited to, the term of the Stewardship Agreement 
that exists between the Town of Temple and the Land and Community Heritage 
Investment Program (LCHIP). Extending beyond the LCHIP agreement 
timeframe, the existence of this advisory committee will ensure that the same 
spirit of Town Hall stewardship is carried forth, and that the preservation of this 
building continues in perpetuity. 


The Temple Town Hall Advisory Committee members, not to exceed seven, 
were appointed by the Select Board. One of the seven members is an ex officio 
from the Select Board, with full voting rights as a committee member. Member 
terms vary in length and a minimum of three meetings per year will be held. 
The initial advisory committee comprises former members of the Friends of 
Temple Town Hall Board of Directors, since they presently possess the most 
comprehensive knowledge of the rehabilitated Town Hall and its systems. 


In September, the Temple Town Hall Advisory Committee reviewed a 
proposal presented by the Historical Society, requesting they be allowed to hang 
a display cabinet in the Annex hallway. The committee recommended that the 
BOS grant permission for the cabinet’s installation. In November, based upon 
the advisory committee’s notification of need, the Annex second floor carpet 
was cleaned. In December, the committee drafted the LCHIP Historic Resources 


Annual Monitoring Report, which was then submitted by the BOS to LCHIP.

Temple Economical Energy Committee 


Temple’s Energy Committee had a highly productive year in 2010. The 
$320,000 grant from the PUC that the committee won in 2009 was put to 
work on a comprehensive energy efficiency upgrade for our Municipal Building, 
Fire Department and Mansfield Library. In full swing from July through mid- 
December, workers were busy sealing all the leaks and air holes in the buildings, 
installing moisture control measures and ventilation upgrades, insulating attics 
and the entire perimeter of the Municipal Bldg/FD, putting in a new insulating 
roof over the Municipal Building and fresh roof over the FD. They removed 
the old, inefficient heating systems and installed two new high efficiency 
propane systems to heat our buildings, new thermal windows and doors, new 
thermal overhead garage doors for the FD and made many other valuable 
improvements throughout. With the frugal management of the grant and 
overall smooth sailing of the project, we were also able to include the addition 
of a high efficiency AC system for the Municipal Building and FD meeting room 
to be installed in 2011. The final blower-door test for the Municipal Building 
indicated that it is now 87% tighter, and all three buildings have been retrofitted 
to save significant amounts of energy, lowering the tax burden for years to come. 


TEEC worked to help our town on other fronts as well: 


e With financial support from the Congregational Church of Temple, we 
provided Free Home Weatherization for residents who qualify for fuel assistance. 


e We started a Recycling Club for Temple’s Elementary School with support 
from Niki McGettigan and her staff. Now the kids collect the school’s waste 
paper, plastic bottles and aluminum cans every week. They recycle the paper 
at the recycling dumpsters in the school parking lot, which earns money for the 
school by the weight recycled, and TEEC recycles the bottles and cans. The kids 
made posters, displayed in town, asking folks to “Recycle Your Paper at TES” 
and “Help Take Care of the Earth”. They love having their own page on TEEC’s 
website, the “Kids Corner”, where their posters are shown with photos of them 
doing things to save energy that kids all over the country and world can see. 


e TEEC provided all the recycling for Town Meeting, Good Roads Day, July 
4th and the Harvest Festival. 


e At the Harvest Festival, TEEC presented a video and stand-up displays 
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of photos from Temple’s building retrofit along with posters from the TES kids, 
material on alternative energy systems, the environment, and energy and cost 
saving tips. 


¢ Ona Sunday afternoon in October, members of Temple’s Historical Society 
joined us for the installation of a solar powered motion detector for the Historical 


Society building, School House # 6, donated and installed by Rob Wills. 


e TEEC sponsored a free “Button Up NH” Home Weatherization Workshop 
at Town Hall on November 20, with two energy auditors from the Southern NH 
Planning Commission who did a great job teaching and answering questions on 
saving energy. 


e TEEC created an Energy Chapter for Temple’s Master Plan and Zoning 
Ordinances, adopted in May by the Planning Board at the conclusion of its Public 
Hearing. It will serve to guide our town toward maintaining its rural character 
and healthy environment of forests, open spaces, farms and a village center, while 
offering sustainability during climate disruptions and conserving energy in all 
sectors of the community. 


e We worked with the Zoning Board to study, propose and pass zoning 
regulations that also serve the above mentioned goals. 


e Our website, www.teec.info was updated twice a month with 
environmental news, information on renewables, rebates and incentives, 
information on home weatherization and cost saving tips, plus our “Kids Corner”
